LETTER FROM MRS. WILSON. 


Capiz, Ohio, Harrison - 
Oct. 7, 1851. 

Meutssa J. Diccs: Dear Friend, It would 
give me grent pleasure to accept of your 
kind invitation to attend the Woman's Rights 
Convention whie!: is proposed to be held at 
Dublin, Wayne Co.,]a., on the Mth and Loh 
inst. TEregret to say it isoutof my power to 
attend; but I very ebeerfaliy respond to 
your request, of transmitting to you this 
short and imperfect address, with my best 
wishes for the success of the “ good cause.”
